For if the Reich 
really strikes at England, and En- 
gland strikes back, hostilities might 
be started on such a scale that it 
would be impossible to stop them, 

Decision for Nazis. 

At the same time, the Nazis are 
just as well aware of these things 
as anybody else and they will set 
fire to the powder train only if 
they really want the “real war” to 
begin now. Whether they do want 
these results at this time it is still 
impossible to say. 

Not only the Norwegians, but 
also all the other small neutrals 
must draw and act upon the logical 
conclusions of the Altmark inci- 
dent, the Nazis said today. Chief 
among these conclusions, as the 
Nazis see it, is that the neutrals 
have been conducting themselves 
in an unneutral manner, that this 
conduct has encouraged the Brit- 
ish to try to force the neutrals 
into the war on England's side, 
and that, unless neutrals assert 
themselves, they will cease to be 
truly neutral and will have to be 
regarded as such by the Reich— 
and treated accordingly. 

The neutrals have offended in 
two special ways, the Nazis argue. 
First, they have submitted to the 
British blockade control and have, 
therefore, lent themselves to 
Britain’s conduct of the war.

(The Russians Saturday claimed 
an advance to within four miles 
of Viipuri.) 

In the course of this advance, 
the Bolshevist invaders have com- 


pletely enveloped Lake Muola, have 
seized the village of Muola and 
stormed the narrow passage be- 
tween that lake and Lake Ayrapa. 
Thus, the Russian juggernaut has 
pounded through the quadrangle of 
lakes which form the natural spear- 
head of the Mannerheim fortifica- 
tions and the inner citadel of the 
central isthmus defenses. 
Finns’ Plight Is Acute. 

As a result, the entire western 
half of the Finns’ Mannerheim 
front is now seriously threatened 
and the Soviets are in a position 
to launch a direct assault on Vii- 
puri, the deserted and shell-torn 
skeleton which was once Finland’s 
third largest city. It can no longer 
be doubted that the Finns’ magnifi- 
cent defense of the Karelian isth- 
mus has entered an acute and un- 
predictable stage. 


But even though somie of the key 
Mannerheim positions hdve fallen, 
it would be a mistake to infer that 
the fight for the isthmus is over, or 
definitely settled. There are still 
several lines of tank traps and for- 
tifications between Kamara and 
Viipuri. Furthermore, the Finnish 
main lines still hold firmly on their 
extreme western flank from Summa 
southward to Murila. The island 
fortress of Koivisto still protects 
this right wing. 

(Here also the Russian communi- 
que is in disagreement: it claims 
capture of three towns between Vii- 
puri and ‘Koivisto.) 


If the Red divisions could con- 
tinue their attacks beyond Muola 
end Kamara with the unabated fury 
of a week ago, then the Finns’ hold 
on the western half of the isthmus 
might, admittedly, become gravely 
menaced. To drive on with such 
savage pressure, however, the Rus- 
sians would have to be amazingly 
supplied with shells and all kinds 
of munitions. On the contrary, So- 
viet attacks became progressively 
weaker over the week end, confirm- 
ing the impression of last Wednes- 
day that a lull was developing. 


Gradually Revealed. 


There is reason to believe that 
the Red Summa offensive had 
spent its force by last Wednesday, 


Russians have cut into the Man- 
nerheim defenses demands aiten- 
tion. Its bases are Summa and 
Muola and its farthest point of pen- 
etration is near Kamara. (Again 
note conflict with Russian claims.) 
But the encirclement of Lake Mu- 
ola was the vital factor and brought 
the Soviets through the armor of 
the quadrangle of lakes, into the 
open where no lake now stands be- 
tween them and Viipuri. 


The quadrangle of lakes is formed 
by Lake Muola on the west and 
Lake Vuoksi on the east. Four 
small lakes, including Lake Ysk 
and Lake Nurmi, form the south- 
ern side of the quadrangle and 
they, for weeks, have linked to- 
gether the central Finnish front 
of the Mannerheim line, Sevéyal 
miles behind them, on to the north, 
Lake Ayrapa constituted the baci 
door of the lake quadrangle. The 
narrow forested terrain inside this 
quadrangle was probably the most 
natural fortress on the isthmus. 


The Russians must have sacri- 
ficed many thousands of lives to 
push through the corridor between 
the lower Lake Muola and Lake 
Ysk, and countless more men last 
week, when they captured Kangs- 
spelto and Kuusa and finally Muola 
village. Once there, the Soviets 
broke through the slender neck of 
land between Upper Lake Muola 
and Lake Ayrapa—and the back 
door of the lake quadrangle had 
been forced open. This was a much 
more difficult and more significant 
accomplishment than the Red 
army’s drive along the Leningrad- 
Viipuri Railroad. Taken together, 


that what was previously a third 
line of fortifications has become 
in some localities a new front line. 
In every case, however, the Finns 
have retired to well prepared and 
strongly entrenched positions. 

If the lull in the Summa-Muola 
sectors is caused by depletion of 
the Red Army’s munition supplies 
—something which most military 
observers ‘here believe to be the 
case—then. the greatly fatigued 
Finnish defenders should get a 
comparative breathing spell over 
a considerable period. This would 
be bound to react very favorably 
to the Finns whose men have been 
kept in the front lines three and 
four times as long as the French 
troops were ever kept under mer- 
ciless fire at Verdun. 

Factors in Red Success, 


Two factors were chiefly respon- 
sible for the success of the Rus- 
sians’ “greatest offensive since the 
World War.” First, the Soviets 
abandoned their previous tactics 
of alternate punches in separate 
sectors and threw tens of thou- 
sands of men simultaneously, 
against miles and miles of Isthmus 
front. By doing so, they made it 
impossible for the Finnish defend- 
ers to counterattack with their fa- 
vorite flanking movements and also 
prevented the numerically inferior 
Finns from shifting considerable 
bodies of troops from one sector to 
another. 

Second, the Russians’ long-range 
artillery gives them a serious ad- 
vantage over the Finns. The Com- 
munists used guns and shells capa- 
ble of an 18-mile range. This ar- 
tillery was able to concentrate ter- 
rific fire on Key Finnish positions 
and still to remain out of reach of 
the Finns’ artillery. Incidentally, 
the Soviet artillery is said to be 
of longer range and definitely bet- 
ter than the British artillery. And, 
at the peak of the offensive, a week 
ago, it was firing 300,000 shells a 
day. 

Only a superb and iron-hearted 
army could have stopped the Rus- 
sian steamroller in as comparative- 
ly short a space as the Finnish de- 
fenders managed to do. Moreover, 
only an attacking force which could 
afford to be callously indifferent to 
enormous losses in killed and 
wounded would ever have main- 
tained such a costly onslaught.

A Coroner’s jury decided today 
that Elmer Knapp, 73-year-old 
painter, was justified when he 
shot and killed Michael J. Fish- 
beck, his downstairs neighbor, at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning as the 
climax of a noisy feud the pair 
had carried on at their flat, 1802 
North Jefferson avenue. 

The verdict stated that Fishbeck, 
a WPA laborer, was killed when 
trying to force an entrance to 
Knapp’s flat. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Herman D. Olian told re- 
porters he would present the facts 
to the grand jury and that Knapp 
would be released on $5000 bond. 
Knapp did not testify and the tes- 
timony of policemen, Mrs. Fishbeck 
and a neighbor failed to add to in- 
formation already on hand. 
Police, called to the flat by Fish- 
beck’s wife, found her 45-year-old 
husband dead on the upstairs rear 
porch. A shotgun charge had passed 
through a window and struck him 
in the chest. 

Knapp, who returned to bed after 
killing Fishbeck, signed a statement 
in which he said he loaded his shot- 
gun after Fishbeck had threatened 
to break “all your windows” and 
pounded on the porch window pane 
until it shattered. 

“The shotgun went off accidental- 
ly. I didn’t intend to hit him,” 
Knapp told officers who arrested 
him, 

Story of Victim’s Wife. 

Mrs. Fishbeck told police that 
Knapp made a lot of noise and 
that she had been told he slammed 
an ironing board on the floor to 
annoy her husband, When she and 
her husband got home from a 
tavern early Sunday there was a 
loud bang on the upstairs floor. 
Their daughter, Helen, informed 
her father that Knapp had been 
noisy all evening. 

“Mike said he would go upstairs 
and fix the old man,” Mrs. Fish- 
beck related to police. “He went 
up e outside stairway and I 
heard him tell Knapp, Don't you 
bang on the floor again or I'll fix 
you,” Mrs, Fishbeck continued. 
T heard Knapp reply, If you don't 
get off the porch I'll shoot.’ Mike 
said, Tou won't shoot me.’ Then I 
heard hot.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP).— 
A new agency to mediate between 
employer and employe in labor dis- 
‘putes was proposed today by Sen- 
ator Wagner (Dem.), New York, 
and drew at least a measure of bi- 

rtisan support. 
go reels author of the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Act, said his 
new suggestion would not “merge 
or conflict in any way” with that 
law. Some persons, however, viewed 
it as an effort to meet part of 
the criticism directed against 
New Deal handling of labor prob- 
lems. 

Wagner recommended that a 
three-man board be set up in the 
Labor Department to bring about 
agreements on rates of pay,’ rules 
and working conditions. 

Either party to a labor dispute 
which threatened to hold up inter- 
state commerce could apply for 
mediation, or the board could offer 
its services, but Wagner empha- 
sized that there would be no com- 
pulsion. The board would not be 
able to subpena witnesses or to 
penalize parties who rejected its 
help. 

Wagner said the proposed board 
would carry on the “splendid work” 
of the meagerly-staffed conciliation

PATROL; KILL 20 MEN 


Heaviest Casualties in Single 
Skirmish So Far on 
Western Front. 


PARIS, Feb. 19 (AP).—A French 
patrol fell into a German ambush 
before dawn today in a central sec- 
tor of the Western front, and about 
20 men were killed. 

The casualties were the heaviest 
suffered by the French so far in 
any single skirmish of patrol war- 
fare. Usually only two or three 
soldiers have been killed in brief 
exchange of fire.

NAZIS AMBUSH FRENCH 


MYSTERIOUS ROCKET SIGNALS | 
UNDER INQUIRY IN HOLLAND 


ROTTERDAM, Feb. 19 (AP).—A 
series of mysterious red, green and 
yellow rocket signals, sent up in 
the defense areas of Central and 
Eastern Netherlands, are being in- 
vestigated, the Nieuwe Rotter- 
damsche said yesterday. 

The newspaper said some of the 
signals, in most cases relayed “far 
into a neighboring country,” have 
been observed in the vicinity of 
Doorn, residence of former Kaiser 
Wilhelm of Germany. 

Military authorities offered a re- 
ward for information leading to the 
arrest of responsible persons. 
After the signals had been seen

GERMANS CONFISCATE FARMS, 
FACTORIES IN FORMER POLAND 


‘Goering Orders Seizure of Property in Area 
Annexed to Reich, for “National 
Sustenance.” 


BERLIN, Feb. 19 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 


ing, Germany’s economic dictator, 
today in effect decreed confiscation 
of all factories, farms and forest 
lands in former Polish territory 
now incorporated in the Reich. 

The order exempted only proper- 
ty owned by German nationals be- 
fore Sept. 1, when the German in- 
vasion of Poland began. 

Such lands and forests, includ- 
ing those “confiscated by the 
Reich’s commissar for strengthen- 
ing German nationality,” are to be 
managed by the state “to guaran- 
tee national sustenance,” Goering 
ordered. 

Public operation applies to all 
belongings, rights, claims, interest 
and shares involved in such fac- 
tories or lands. 

The decree does not apply, how- 
ever, to the “Governor-General’s 
section of Poland which has not 
been incorporated in the Reich, al- 
though under German rule since 
partition of the republic by Russia 
and Germany. 

Thousands of farmhands are be- 
ing moved to various parts of Ger- 
many from German-occupied Po- 
land, it was announced today.

Common-Sense Slum Clearance. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ECENTLY, Glennon McDonald stat- 
Rea his opinion as to the type of 
new homes which will meet the needs 
of the poor man in St. Louis. Mr. Mc 
Donald came down to bed-rock common 
sense and refused to be carried into the 
clouds of futile gadgetry. 

In 1936, Neighborhood Association 
published a bulletin, “Shall We Sentence 
Them to Life in the Slums?” Having 
at that time completed a survey of 20 
typical blighted blocks, we ventured our 
opinion that most of the families living 
in these areas had two or three children, 
the total earnings were from $60 to $80 
monthly and that not more than $10 or 
$12 could be paid monthly for rent. , 

We indicated that, of the families sur- 
veyed, most of them had running water 
(often one outside faucet for several fam- 
Nies); 60 per cent had gas; 80 per cent 
had electricity; 18 per cent had indoor 
toilets; 8 per cent had baths. 

Clearly these people would be 100 per 
cent better off if they could have the 
comforts which we then advocated: 
“Good-sized airy rooms, clean, well- 
lighted halls, circulating heater stoves 
(burning smokeless fuel) with large ca- 
pacity hot-water tanks, running water in 
each flat, gas or electricity, indoor 
toilets and bathing facilities patterned 
after the European projects.” 

Another recent article in the Post-Dis- 
patch stated that the Metropolitan 
Housing Authority of Cleveland had just 
ordered 731 families to move, because 
with the 10 to 15 per cent rent cut, 
their incomes exceed the eligibility 
limits. There slum dwellers were pay- 
ing $28.75 for four rooms! We haven't 

half a dozen families of this type in 
St. Louis (who really come under the 
classification of “slum dwellers”) who 
can pay more than half that amount! 

The St. Louis Housing Authority should 
avoid projects like this which are crop- 
ping up in many places. Many of us are 
willing to subsidize. But we shall object 
strenuously and continuously to subsi- 
dizing people who can pay almost $30 a 
month, Let us look before we build. 

The coming meeting with Arthur Binns 
of Philadelphia may enable St. Louis 
with private capital to duplicate some 
of his successes: Good homes, fair rents, 
better neighborhoods, tax revenue and * 
10 per cent net profit.

The * 64-volume report on 81 ot the 35 
Federal’ corporations and lending agencies formal - 
ly comparés the United States Government to a 
holding company, while its stock concerns, non- 
stock corporations and unincorporated establish- 
ments are defined as “subsidiaries.” 
If the system studied had been a private one, like 
American Telephone & Telegraph, the publication 
of this report would have precipitated a major scan- 
dal, and accountants of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission would already be swarming over files 
and books. But who, as the Roman Cynic inquired, 
is to police the policeman? 
The corporate form, we are told, entered the 
Government setup by pure inadvertence in 1904, 
with the purchase of the Panama Railroad Co., a 
corporation chartered by New York State in 1849. 
The Federal Land Banks, authorized in 1916, marked 
the earliest deliberate use of the device among Gov- 
ernment agencies. Numerous Federal corporations 
were created during the World War, but were scru- 
pulously discontinued after the emergency passed. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt became President, only 
four Government corporations were in existence— 
the Federal Land Banks, the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks, the Inland Waterways Corporation 
and the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

Under the New Deal, most. rigorous of constables 
for private business, Government corporations not 
only multiplied seven-fold but acquired a philosophy. 
Its Plato was none other than Stanley Forman Reed, 
former Solicitor-General and now an Associate Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court. a 

In the United States Law Week during 1935, ac- 
cording to the Treasury report, Reed sought to 
erect a six-point rationale for the Government cor- 
poration. It makes for business efficiency, he said, 
because it can cope at once with unforeseen emer- 
gencies and enters easily into contractual relations 
with private interests. Then, with a frankness 
which would have been startling in an apologist 
for the North American Company, the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral recommended the Government corporation be- 
cause it eliminates financing through congressional 
appropriation, can shift funds from one project to 
another without congressional authority, escapes ac- 
counting supervision by the Comptroller-General and 
has power to raise money through borrowing. 

At the beginning, New Deal corporations, like 
those of the Wilson era, were justified on the ground 
of emergency, and the lives of many were limited 
by statute. The existences of not a few have re- 
peatedly been prolonged. Alibis were flung to the 
wind at the creation of the United States Housing 
Authority, which was boldly chartered as “a body 
corporate of perpetual duration.” 

Against the operations of the system in recent 
years, the Treasury brings an indictment which is 
perhaps the more eloquent because the language is 
generally mild. In discussing the group’s huge 
losses, for example, we are cautioned to remember 
the purpose for which each agency was formed, and 
to reckon social as well as economie profits. 

The facts, indeed, speak for themselves. In one 
poration, is there required a periodic appraisal of 
assets and liabilities.

Out of 31 establishments, 
23 are wholly or partly excepted from the civil serv- 
ice. Three agencies are not required by law to ren- 
der to Congress any report whatsoever of their ac- 
tivities. Five others have never made an annual re- 
port to Congress. The public’s knowledge of the 
‘group’s assets is derived in most part from internal 
and unchecked audits made by employes of the agen- 
cies themselves. They are charged by Senator Byrd 
of Virginia with having added seven billion dollars 
of unacknowledged obligations to the Federal debt, 
and driven its total already to a secret excess of four 
and a quarter billions above the lawful ceiling of 
45 billion dollars. 

The report enumerates a few sporadic attempts 
of the Government to regulate itself in this dark 
area. By executive order, effective Feb. 1, 1939, 
President Roosevelt transferred several agencies un- 
der civil service. He has recommended to Congress 
that 12 additional corporations be subjected to an- 
nual appraisal of assets and liabilities. The Ram- 
speck civil service extension bill, passed by the House 
and pending in the Senate, would cover into the 
service most employes of Government corporations. 
Finally, Secretary Morgenthau himself recommends 
legislation requiring independent audits of finan- 
cial accounts, throughout the group, and annual ap- 
praisal of net worth for every agency. 

By sponsoring a resolution which brought the re- 
port into being, Senator Byrd has performed a dis- 
tinguished public service, which might well be 
rounded out with a congressional inquiry. & is es- 
sential, in the first place, to determine precisely the 
total of Federal debt.

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ANN SHERIDAN AND PANSY YOKUM. 

The wet-blanket brigade continually reminds the 
devotees of Ann Sheridan that she won her title of 
“Oomph Girl” by press-agent contrivance—as if it 
made any difference what astronomer christened the 
aurora borealis. Certainly a new adjective was need- 
ed, to sum up the extra something that creates fas- 
cinated admirers and adoring worshipers wherever 
Sheridan movies are shown. Myrna Loy? Pretty 
fair, but a staid hausfrau alongside La Sheridan.

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HOW IT WAS DONE IN MISSOURI. 

Missouri has anticipated the Federal Trade Com- 
mission in at least one item in the proposed code 
of ethics for the sale of automobiles. The proposed 
code would prohibit the setting back of speedometers 
of used cars. A lawyer’s recourse to means of re- 
dress provided in common law stopped the falsifica- 
tion of mileage. in this State several years ago. 

The story is, in its way, a classic. A St. Louis 
lawyer bought a used car on which the dealer said 
the mileage was slight, say 8000 miles. But in a few 
days the rear end of the machine dropped out. By 
chance, the man who stopped to give the driver a lift 
was a friend of the original owner of the decrepit car 
and knew it had been driven many times as far as 
the used car dealer had said. 

So the lawyer got the evidence together and sted 
not only for actual but also for punitive damages, 
and won both. The used-car dealers of Missouri 
were not slow in taking their cue. They now turn 
the speedometers of all used cars back to zero and 
carefully avoid anything resembling a commitment 
as to how far the machine has been driven. The 
idea might have something for the FCC. 
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INCOME TAX PARADOX. 

Every poll for some time back has ‘shown the 
greatest opposition to the Roosevelt administration’s 
policies to be among persons in the upper income- 
tax brackets. The latest income-tax figures make this 
appear rather puzzling. Instead of being strangled by 
New Deal regulations, the higher income group has 
been doing very well, for the 1938 statistics show six 
more incomes.of $1, 000,090 and over than in 1937. 
At the same time, the lower brackets, recognized 
as the administration's political mainstay, haven't 
been doing so well, Total net income, despite the 
new crop of millionaires, decreased 9.5 per cent in 
that year, or some two and one-half billion dollars.

The pseudo-veteran racketeers stop at 
nothing in order to bilk the public out of a 
dime, a quarter, or a dollar. And the real 
veteran gets the blame for it. However, if 
proper steps are taken by the local veteran 
units this menace can be quickly, and 
easily, brought to a stop. 

In Santa Barbara, Cal., all street peddlers 


are required to obtain permits for peddling 


from the city license bureau. Anything in 
the nature of “patriotism,” or intimating 
veteranism, is immediately reported to an 
officer of a local veteran group. The ped- 
dler is then investigated by him. Before 
the peddler is permitted to sell he must 
vouched for by the veteran representative. 

Veterans in Santa Barbara have excel- 
lent co-operation from their local police in 
this regard. And the citizens are seldom, 
if ever, molested. 

Other cities could do the same thing by 
forming a committee comprised of repre- 
sentatives from local veteran units. This 


committee could then draw up an ordinance 


designed to prohibit any peddler from sell- 
ing any article of a patriotic nature, or in- 
timating in any way that he is a veteran 
without first being authorized in writing 
by one or more local veteran organizations.

BERLIN CITIZENS 
SPEND SABBATH 
SHOVELING SNOW 


Thousands Join in Attempt to 
Clear Huge Drifts From 
Streets. 


BERLIN, Feb. 19 (AP). — Ger- 
many’s capital engaged in a sipgle 
community effort yesterday to 
shovel and chop itself free of snow 
and ice. Thousands of men, women 
and children labored shoulder to 
crews of 
street cleaners in clearing away 
the snowy piles heaped up by the 
most severe winter in a century.

Accused of Murder 


TOUS. S FINAL, 
SAYS SPOKESMAN 


Declares Situation Now De- 
pends on Attitude of 
Washington—Seeks Day- 
to-Day Trade Pact. 


TOKYO, Feb. 19 (AP).—Japan 
has made its “final offer” in an 
attempt to remedy the non-treaty 
status of trade with the United 
States, and “the situation now de- 
pends upon the future attitude of 
the United States Government,” 
Yakichiro Suma, Foreign Office 
spokesman, said today. 

Speaking to correspondents, Su- 
ma said his Government still hoped 
for a new treaty to take the place 
of that which expired Jan, 26 on 
the United States’ abrogation, but 
he added: “We have done every- 
thing possible on our part.” 

He said Japan’s moves included 
settlement of a “number of cases” 
—presumably cases of damage to 
American interests in China—and 
an offer under the former Abe 
Government to reopen the lower 
Yangtze to third power commerce. 

Suma said preparations for re- 
opening the great waterway were 
continuing. Only Saturday, Suma’s 
superior, Foreign Minister Hachiro 
Arita, declared Japan did not “nec- 
essarily” have to carry out the of- 
fer, made under his predecessor,

LONDON, Feb. 19 (AP).—Great 
Britain enforced the second stage 


of its wartime wealth conscription 
today, taking control of individual 
British holdings in 60 securities on 
the United States market. 

The first step in the program for 
calling dollars for war duty was 
the registration of capital at the 
beginning of the war. 

Owners of the securities will be 
paid current prices. 

The Financial Times explained 
the Treasury was “mobilizing. re- 
sources for use only as required 
and under the best conditions for 
financing the war and preserving 
settled conditions on the New York 
market.” 

The total value of the securities 
which thus pass into the owner- 
ship of the Bank of England was 
not made known, but it was esti- 
mated just before the war that 
British investments in the United 
States amounted to about 200, 
000,000, the equivalent of nearly $1,- 
000,000,000 at the exchange rates 
then. 


Wall Street sources said yeuter- 
day the British action would ansist 
in the orderly liquidation of Brit- 
ish resources held in the United 
States for war purchases, if such 
a course were necessary, 

It followed 10 months of nezgotia- 
tions to cushion the shock of Brit- 
ish war financing on American 
stock markets. 

To buy airplanes and other sup- 
plies, Britain must have cash as re- 
quired by the United States neu- 
trality law. It has only two ready 
sources of American dollars—ship- 
ment of gold and sale of. American 
securities. 

The British Empire has more 
than $3,000,000,000 worth of gold, 
cash and American securities in the 
United States with which to finance 
war purchases, the Federal Reserve 
Board estimates, but only about 
$735,000,000 is in readily-marketed 
types of holdings, 

One Wall Street authority de- 
scribed the sequestration as mere 
mobilization of British “financial 
power in relation to their fighting 
power” which, generally speaking, 
was not expected to affect in any 
great degree the current sale of 
stocks.

with French Indo-China. 

The Japanese said the latest raid 
was made yesterday. At the same 
time, Chinese authorities announced 
passenger service on the road had 
been resumed after a week's hold- 
up while previous bombing dam- 
age was repaired. 

The Chinese said damage from a 
Japanese raid Saturday was slight. 

United States Ambassador John- 
son was reported ready to use the 
railroad tomorrow or Wednesday 
for a trip to Kunming, on the way 
to the Chinese Provisional Capital, 
Chungking. 

Japanese and Chinese sources re- 
ported Japanese troops had landed 
near Amoy and ‘were invading the 
Southeast province of Fukien for 
the first time. 

Japanese military spokesmen de- 
nied a Chinese report that Japanese 
troops were withdrawing from Nan- 
ning, capital of Kwangsi Province, 
after occupying the city since last 
Nov. 24. 

Chinese dispatches said the Jap- 
anese withdrawal resembled a rout 
in the face of advancing Chinese 
troops, but the Japanese military 
spokesman said the Nanning front 
was completely quiet with “not 
even a single shot breaking the 
stillness.” 

At Chungking, Chinese newspa- 
pers issued extras reporting re- 
capture of Nanning” but Japanese 
military authorities made flat de- 
nials. They said, however, fight- 
ing was under way on the North- 
ern outskirts. 

The Chinese said they thought 


again and broke into flames. 

Its skipper gave the order to 
abandon ship. His men started 
swimming, some for the shore and 
some for the Danish ships.

at the Battle of the Falklands on 
Dec. 8, 1914. With only a few 
tons of coal in its bunkers and 
hoping to contact a German collier 
with whom it was in contact by 
wireless, the Dresden lay in the 
little used Chilean port of Juan 
Fernandez hoping to escape its pur- 
suers, The Chilean Governor of the 
port objected to the Dresden’s stay, 
but its captain requested 48 hours 
in which to repair damaged ma- 
chinery under the fourteenth arti- 
cle of the Hague convention,

SEARCHING FOR THE KEYHOLE
